CHUNGKING,  March  12  (Tuesday)  </P).  — Russians 
withdrawing  from  Muk^Jen  formally  turned  over  Soviet 
barracks  and  six  factories  to  Chinese  Government  authori- 
ties, the  Central  News  Agency  reported  today.  ' 

AU  available  reports  here  indicated  Chinese  Govern- 
ment troops  were  in  etTective  control  of  much  of  Mukden, 
with  Chinese  Communists  occupying  at  most  only  a section 
of  the  cHy. 

The  Rua&lana.  whoae  abrupt  dc- 
pariurt  waa  reported  to  hare  left 
the  Manchurian  indu&trial  centre  a 
battleground  of  Ctuneae  Coramunlat 
and  Oovemment  troopa.  alao  for- 
mally aaked  the  Chlneae  mayor  to 
take  care  of  Soviet  commercial  Ilmu 
there.. the  new*  agency  added.

A Twentieth  Budget 

When  Hon.  John  Hart,  Premier  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  and  its  Finance  Minister,  rises 
to  speak  in  the  Twenty-First  Legisiaturc  to- 
day he  will  be  consolidating  a record  that  is 
without  precise  parallel  in  the  British 
Empire.  I'bis  will  be  the  twentieth  budget 
address  that  Mr.  Hart  has  prepared  for  de- 
livery on  his  feet  in  the  Legislature.  While 
they  fall  in  two  periods  and  were  not  con- 
secutive. the  gap  between  was  of  short  dura- 
tion and  the  Honorable  the  Premier  will  be 
entitled  to  the  desk  thumping  which  will 
grrer  his  unique  performance. 

It  is  a tribute  to  the  wk  and  ingenuity  of 
the  one-time  immigrant  Irish  bpy  that  no  one 
today  quarrels  with  Mr.  Hart  upon  his 
figures.  Political  friends  and  opponents  alike 
have  come  to  accept  the  fiscal  picture  as  Mr. 
Hart  draws  it.  British  Columbia,  in  a larger 
sense,  is  trusting  him  now  in  the  crux  of  the 
discussion  upon  Dominion-Provincial  rela- 
tions. It  knows  that  Mr.  Hart  will  not  sur- 
render any  of  the  Province's  rights  without 
a fair  and  just  bargain:  one  that  will  stand 
to  us  in  the  future  to  well  as  in  the  immediate 
present. 

In  provincial  affairs.  Premier  John  Hart 
heads  g steady  wartime  administration,  one 
that  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the 
great  majority  of  the  people.  He  has  fought 
political  battles  in  the  past!  and  may  have  to 
face  them  again  in  the  future,  but  there  i.s 
no  one  who  can  say  that  he  has  not  pulled 
his  oar.  and  it  is  a good  stout  one.  in  the 
boat  for  British  Columbia.  'Lhe  Province's 
credit  was  once  Mr.  Hart’s  chief  care.

The  steadiness  of  young  battle  veterans  in 
Canadian  universities,  where  they  have  re- 
turned to  complete  courses  interrupted  by 
war.  has  been  marked  on  many  occasions  in 
connection  with  our  own  British  Columbia 
institutions.  The  fact  that  the  same  pur- 
poseful ability  is  evident  elsewhere  is  wit- 
nessed by  the  following  comment  in  the  edi- 
(ofia)  columns'  of  The  Globe  and  Mail, 
1 oronto: 

“When  young  veterans  enrolled  in  univer- 
sity courses  after  their  discharge  from  the 
forces  there  were  many  who  forecast  ihcit 
early  departure  from  cl>e  university.  It  was 
said  that  the  veterans  would  not  'stick  it 
out.'  that  they,  were  just  putting  in  time, 
and  that  they  would  find  it  so  hard  adjusting 
themselves  to  civilian  life  that  they  would 
soon  move  away  from  academic  fields. 

“The  first  important  denial  of  that  theory 
has  been  shown  at  Ajax,  annex  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  roronio  School  of  Practical  Sci- 
ence. Here  1.412  students  were  registered. 
More  than  80  per  cent  of  those  students  are 
veterans,  with  three  to  five  years’  service  in 
the  armed  forces  since  they  last  took  classes 
at  school.  Of  that  total  only  five  have 
dropped  out.  and  those  five  are  taking  re- 
habilitation tuition  in  Toronto  to  refresh 
themselves  in  their  preliminary  studies 

“That  IS  a most  remarkable  record.  It 
shows  that  the  veterans  are  earnest  in  their 
desire  to  study,  that  they  are  applying  them- 
selves. and  that  (hey  mean  the  most  serious 
kind  of  business.  These  men.  with  several 
years  out  of  their  lives,  are  working  hard, 
trying  to  make  up  for  lost  lime.  The  erron- 
eous idea  that  the  university  is  merely  a social 
centre  for  playboys  who  have  nothing  to  do 
is  furrticf  nullified  by  these  purposeful  young 
men. 

“Figures  are  not  available  to  indicate  what 
student-veterans  are  doing  in  the  University 
of  Toronto  as  a whole  or  in  the  other  Cana- 
dian universities  But  if  Ajax  is  an  example 
of  other  sch(H>ls.  then  the  record  is  a fine  one. 
and  Canada  has  more  reason  than  ever  to  be 
proud  of  the  young  men  who  fought  so  gal- 
lantly for  her.’*

black  except  for  a large  white  pat'-h 
on  the  wing  which  is  iml  very  iioiice- 
able  when  the  wings  are  folded,  but 
very  cnnspicuoua  when  In  flight. 
There  is  a large  crest  on  the  fore- 
head. 

Anyone  seeing  the*e  birds  In  this 
vicinity  should  report  Uiem  to  th# 
museum,  for  If  they  are  allowed  to

Today, 
tl>e  Province  has  a fine  basic  network  of 
highways,  but  must  keep  these  m good  repair. 
We  can  aniiiipate  the  thousand  and  one 
tails  that  will  come  from  the  ridings,  each 
asking  for  new  local  roads  immc'dialcly  The 
highway  system,  however,  must  still  come 
first
